DETAILS OF THE FIGHT, 

LONDON, Septembe: 9 —Lbe News has re- 
ceived ihe following account of to-day’s fight 
at Kassa-sin, 9:20 a. m.: After 6 oelock ibis 
morbiug the Beoyval Laneers and the scouts 
came in with the news thatthe @nemy was 
approaching in great foice on thegouth side 
of the railway. Oura:my was at once put in 
motion and by 7 o’civck cour artillery druii be- 
yan. Arabi’s troops of ati arms are spread 
over the entire rdge, anda mile anda halt 
up the line a train heavily armed has appear- 
ed. Ciose to where { I stand 
our forty-pounder and “Krupp guns 
are placed, she'lliog tBe éenemy’s 
right. There is also a twent¥-five pounder 
a few hundred yards cff play:ng on the same 
position. We bave the enemy’s range exactly. 
One of our shelis burst to the right over the 
enemy’sranks. Tbe Egyptian artillery have 
got our distance very well, and their shelis 
are dropping steadily into our eamp. We 
pave the horse artillery extended along a 
jine half a mile in lengthon the north side of 
the railway. They are firing rapidly, and at 
present the Egyptians are slowly retiing. 
Uptotbis moment no casualties have oc 
curred. R inforcements ace Just coming up 
from Ma:zameh. A Kroppeun recentiy 
captured frum A:abi sent a ghell nearly in 
front of his train. Our infantry are slow!) 
sdvancing. ! 

The enemy ig siowly retreating. 

REPULSED. : 

KASSASSIN, September 9, NoO@N.—The at- 
tack of the €nemy has been répulséa, but the 
action still continues along the front, which 
extends a distance of three mites. Al! the 
iroops are oul fr._m tae British camp. The 
wounded are now being brougnat in, but the 
total carualties are not yet exactly known. 
Che British loss is roughly estimated at 100 
killed and wounded. Many shells fell in the 
British camp before the enemy was repulsed.

WOLSELEY'S REPORT. 

LONDON, icmImb-r 9 —Gen. Wolseley 
elegraphs ‘he War Oflice, from a point three 
and a baif miles west cf Kas assin Lock, the 
following report of the morning’s o;,era- 
tio. s: Septemver 9—Noen.—The enemy re- 
connoitered our advanced posts with a con- 
siderable force of all arms at daybreak this 
morning. Gen. Wilis advanced and ate 
tacked them, driving them bick with loss. 
We bave taken fourguns. Our loss is very 
triflng. The enemy have retired into their 
works, from whieh they are now 
firing at five thousand yards range. 
i sball return to camp at Kassassin sborily 
with all the force. I buve removed mv camp 
there, as the raiiway,cana! and telegraph are 
now working fairly. We Lave found and 
buried the body of Lieut. Grivule. 

THE UNFORTUNATE LIEUTENANT, 

LONDON, Seplembe: 9.—Lieut. Gribble, of 
the Dragoons, mentioned in Gen. Wolseley’s 
dispatch, bad been missing since the great 
cavalry charge at Kassasin. His body having 
been found unburied, itis thought probable 
he was murdered on the approach of Gen. 
Wolseley.

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The Morning Budget. 

LONDON, September: 9.—Si: E iward Malet, 
British Consul-General, bas taken measures 
-o that no more prisoners shall be tortured, 
out says that be hed great difficulty in per- 
-uuding the Arabs that the use of the thumb 
screw is unnecessary. 

A reconnoissance of Tel el Kebir was made 
yesterday to drive out a force the enemy sup- 
posed to have todged near there. The viliage 
was found deserted, but the enemy’s posi- 
‘ion Wes 8008 discerned on a r.dge not far 
distant.

YOKAHAMA, August 22 —George E. Rice, 
hitherto V.ce-Consul-General of the United 
States at Yokahama, is nominated Deputy 
Consul-General. The change is owing to the 
difficu'ties caused by the previous sys'em, 
unvder which Rice could act and receive pay 
only in the absence of the Consul-Genera!. As 
deputy he may act even while his superior is 
iu Yokabama. The new arrangement, does

WASHINGTON, September 9.—The Star 
Route jury came inat10 o’clock and an- 


nounced they were unable toagree and were 
locked up ayaip for further consideration. 


TO REPORT AT TWO O'CCLOCK 

WASHINGTON, September9 —Snortly after 
10 o’cluck this morning the jury in the Star- 
route case came into court and reported they 
bad been unuble toagree upon a verdict and 
asked for furtver instructions. Tboese were 
given by Judge Wylie at considerable length 
and their general tendency was strongly 
against the defendants. At their own re- 
quest the jury Was allowed to tuke tneir notes 
inte their room and again retired. They will 
report at 2 o’clock this afternoon, tv which 
hour the court t:ok a recess. The generai 
impression seems to be that a verdict will be 
reLurned at that. time. 


The Judge’s Instructions. 

WASHINGTON, September 9.—Judge Wylie 
in furtner instructing the jury this morning 
said: “If you believe that these defendants 
orany ofthem are guilty of this couspiracy, 
thatisone step settled. When y.u reach 
that conc'usion sink a post there. That ques- 
tion being settled,the next one is as to the overt 
acts. There are forty or fifty pages of this 
indictment employed in setting out distinct 
overt ucts. Ifany onecf those overt acts is 
correctly set out and such an act corresponds 
with the indictment it is enough, though all 
the others may be incorrectly set out.” 

Ingersoll—I would like the court further to 
instruct the jury that it is impo-sible 
tomake any one defendant responsible for 
ihe «ct of any other unless the fact of con- 
~piracy has been established beyond reason- 
able doubt, and further— 

“Tum not gving,?? exclaimed his Honor, 
excitediy, “to have this question argued any 
more. This is atalk beuween the jury and 
mvself. The time for argument has pass- 
ed. In regard tothe «vert acts on the Ver- 
million and Sioux Falls route, if there bea 
paper in the case requiring interpretation, 
that interpretation beiuags to the court, and 
there is no question between the court and 
ju:y on sucha proposition as that, and it 
is absolutely the business of the court 
to interpret wriiten instruments. I read 
in the indictment the description of an overt 
actin regard toa certain route and read on 
the jackets produced here a description of 
ihe vvert act done by one of the defendants, 
and that desc iption corresponded verbatim 
to the last and minutest particular With the 
description in the indiciment. It becomes 
the duty of the court tosay to you, gentie- 
men, that if you belived that jacket is a geo- 
vive paper and the other sigaed, ‘Do it— 
Brady,’ was written by Brady, there is no 
escape; the over: act is proved.” 

Counsel for defense excepted to almost 
every word the Judge uttered. 

Judge Wyiie remarked: “Of course you 
don’t tike the law; every word I say i« objec- 
tioual to you. if 1 make Mislakes, however, 
you huve an appeal.

WASHINGTON, D. C., September 9.—For 
the second time thejury in the Star-Route 
cise has reported a disagreement. They are 
evidentiy befugged by the mass of details in 
the case and moreover the questions they 
propounded this morning’ to the 
Judge for additional instructions 
showed that the argumeats of the lawyers 
have bewildered them. This is not to be 
wondered at. The judge told them and by 
consent of the court and agreement among 
tbe lawyers they were permitted to take with 
them their notes taken during tbe’ trial by 
which to refresh their minds.

They were buused at the seme hotel where the 
Gui'eau jurors lived and their procession to 
court this morning in charge of the same 
bailiffs reca led the exciiing days of that 
great and memorabie trial. 

No ioformation bas got out as to how the 
members of the jury feel, but no one ex- 
pects a verdict of acquittal. It will ei:ber be 
guilty or a disagreement. The jury were 
remanded to their quarters at eieven o’clock 
till two o’clock this afternoon.

Mahon heard a man near the corner of Second 
and Walnut streets cry ‘‘fire.’’ 
there and found black smoke pouring out of 
the alleyon Second street, between Wal- 
put and Eim streets, alongside 
Oupples & Co.’s steam broom factory. 
The main factory is located at 111 South 8ec- 
ond street, and black smoke was pouring out 
trom the crevices of the shutters. An alarm 
was turned on, but the flames spread 80 rap- 
idly that soon alter a second alarm was rung, 
followed by a third, and by 12:30a.m. every 
engine in the city was playing on the fire. The 
burning pbuildingisinthe form of an L. It 
fronts on Second street, running back nearly 


100 feet towards h street, with 
a fifty-foot abutment towards Elm street. 
The warehouse where the material and the 
manufactured goods are stored fronts on Wal- 
nut street about tne middle of the block and 
runs back to the rear of the factory, to which 
it wasjoined by wooden bridges at all the 
stories. Both buildings were six stories in 
height. The flames inthe factory burned 80 
briskly and burst out at all points so suddenly 
that the firemen immediately concluded that 
the fire had been slumbetring several hours. 
This was probably true,inasmuch as several 
people claim that there was a sme)! of burning 
broomcorn inthe neighbourhood for a consid- 
erable time before the fire was discovered. The 
iron doors and shutters, which were tightly 
Shut all over’ the building, con- 
cealed the early progress of the flames. 
From the description given of the building, it 
will be seen thatit runs through the center of 
the block, and that the chances were that the 
fire would spread on al! sides. This was the 
reason why a general aiarm was turned On 80 
soon. The means of fighting the fire were also 
very meager. The streets are very narrow in 
the neighborhood, and the only way of getting 
at the center of the building Was through the 
narrow alley which runs through the block 
from Second to Third streets. 
THE ORIGIN OF THE FIRE. 
is unknown, but it is supposed to have started 
on the ground floor. in the rear of the factory, 
nearthe engine. It soop enveloped the whole 
of the factory building. Then the flames began 
to catch the wooden bridges connecting with 
the rear of the big warehouse, which fronts on 
Main street.Four several times the firemen suc- 
ceeded in cutting the flames off at that point, 
but the bridges would biaze up again and the 
flames soon bad possession of the building. 
For two hours after this time the department 
had the hardest kind of work. Every 
moment the flames threatened to spread to 
the houses which were situated all around the 
fire. The sparks which arose from the burn- 
ing broom corn were scattered in all diree- 
tions, and in several Cases neariy caused new 
fires. The fire was, however, splendidly man- 
aged and well fought, and was confined to 
the L-shaped building where it originated. 
Before it had been burning an hour, the north 
wall of the factery fellinto the aliey. Ajil the 
other portions of the building remained stand- 
ing, but theroof and floors are all gone, and 
the machinery has sunk into the ceilar, where 
itis covered with a mass Of debris and is 
probably ruined. 
street is weli gutted, aithough most of the 
floors and the roof are in place. 
Itis filled with broom-corn, whicp is still 
burning, and among which the fire will proba- 
bly remain slumbering for several days. The 
majority ofthe engines withdrew between 3 
and 4o0’clock this morning, but a number of 
the firemen, under Capt. Lindsay, were on 
duty all night. Upto noonthe men were en- 
gaged pouring water on the burning heaps of 
broom-corn, and others were in the top stories 
of the warehouse throwing burnt corn into the 
street and alley. 
Joe Russell, of Hook and Ladder No. 4, was 
on the top of the building, just north of the 
factory on Second street, attending to the hose 
brought up there. When the flames be- 
ganto spread out ofthe warehouse, Russell 
madea rush in that direction, and in the 
smoke did not notice the alley tween the 
buildings. He felldowninto the alley, a dis- 
tance of 75 feet, but, strange to say, was able to 
walk to the patrol wagon with assistance. 
No bones were broken, and he is resting eas- 
ily this morniag, although he may be seriously 
hurt. He had a most remarkable jescape, the 
men who rusned to pick him up expecting to 
find him dashea to pieces. 
Tom Mattock, the driver of engine No. 18, 
was thrown against a lamp-post by a sudden 
jump of his team and badly bruised in tne

They Refase to Obey the U. S. Court-

JEFFERSON CITY, September 9.—In the (tr. 
cuit Court yesterday Messrs. Barnes and Johp. 
son, Judges of the County Court of Cass coun. 
ty, were arraigned for refusal to make a levy 
to pay judgments of the court on coupons 
past due on bonds issued in aid of rai 
roads. They were brought in on attachments 


issued against them a few days ago on motion 
of Mr. Thomas Skinker, the attorney of the 
holder, of the bonds in default. Juage Barnes 
an inteiligent old gentleman of 65 vears, stated 
to the court that after the order issned 
requiring the County Oourt to 
make the levy, a vote was taken in the county 

to compromise the debt, and the ‘vote was 
largely against the compromise, He snid the 
peopie considered the debt, now about §$2,:00,. 
v00, a traud, and were opposed to making 4 
levy forthe payment of the interest or ae. 
knowleding the obligation as a legal debt, and 
he 80 considered it and woud 
not make the levy. Judge JoO)insoy 
expressed himselfin substance as did Judge 
Barnes, with the exception that he differed 
with Judge Barnes in his statement that he 
couid not live in the county if he consented or 
voted for the levy to be made. He, too, pre. 
ferred to submit toa little inconvenience by 
way of punishment rather than make the ievy, 
the end that it might result in 4 
compromise of the debt. 

The Judge,who always gets excited when the 
authority of his side of the bar quee- 
tioned or its edicts disobeyed, became quite 
indignant, and stated that he woald see that 
Cass county should not reyolt against hi; 
orders, and he was there to see that it was bot 
done. Mr. Skinker asked that in 
addition to the imprisonment they be 
fined $10,000 each, this being the amount of 
the judgement.

Jounson spoke in substance as foilows:

Along the Arabian Coast and 
Through the Red Sea, 
divtisniesdiaiiaaniial 
A Trip Through the Suez Cayal and 
Glance at Egypt.

rhe bright lights of the city of Bombay 
present a cheerful appearance as the Penin- 
sular and O iental steamship Travancore 
steams out from the harbor into the darkness 
of the night toward Ezypt. Not a sail is set, 
for there is not a puff or current of. air, save 
tat wich is caused by the movement of the 
ship. During our passage the Arabian Sea 
Was usually so calmthat it appeared like a 
vast lake, its surface only broken by myriads 
uf sparkling ripples. 

Sometimes, however, 
aud fell in great rounded waves 
until many of my companions 
necame quite pale, and some in their distress 
paid actual tribute to the sea. Most of the 
passengers are English army oflicers, mem- 
bers of the civil service and merchants from 
India, who, on leave of absence, are return- 
ing “home”? to Evgland with their wives and 
children. The latter, pale, thin and frettul, 
are al! in charge of ayahs or native Hindoo 
nurses. As the reserve of strangers slowly 
gives place to a degree of freedom in general 
intercourse, some engage in conversation, 
some pilav ship quoits, while others are en- 
gazed with backgammon, Chess or cards. The

the hair of their heads, if shorn? »dde.

‘Their loins are swathed, 
put their naked limbs and bodies giis:en in 
the parting waves as if they had deen bathed 
in oil. Tne divers of Adew are not as active 
or expert as the Malays and Hindoos ai 
Singapure or the Cingaiese at Point de Ga'le, 
ludeed, 1 saw Japanese children diving frum 
ihe rocks at E osima, on the coast of Japan, 
whom I consider mre skillfal than the Arab 
divers at Adeua. Numerous Arad peddiers 
visited our ship, Offering beautiful shelis, 
ostrich eggs aud ostrich ‘Dlumes for sule. 
‘Three white plumes for five sovereigns— 
what ygu vive, sar? Four silver piumes, not 
tips—real white featners—not, tail. Four 
rupees, sar? Ah! you want some fine.’ 
see here—jook!! Anl!!  veree fine— 
true gold feather—what you give, sar? 
You no buy!!!? say what you think proper.” 
Leaving tne !acies to bargain for piumes, we 
are rowed to shore in a rude boat by an Arab 
under contract of eight annas—about twenty 
cents—for the round trip. 

The isiand or peninsula of Aden, of purely 
voicanic formation, appears to have been 
pr jected from the sea. This desolate place, 
which belongs to the Presidency of Bombay, 
is an important adjunct to the East Indian 
Goverament. It is important not only as a 
coaitng station for ships and as a depot of 
su;plies for the army a.d navy, but it is also 
iup rtant as a strougly fortified position. The 
fort and arracks, connected by a souterrain 
or tunuel, are built in the crater of an extinct 
volc200. » 

(Aden is called **fhe Gibralter of the East.” 
The streets. at the landing are leyel 
and top-dressed with Sand. There 
is no verdure visible, but Dare 
vray rocks aPfe seen which, like those of 
Edom, are darkly tinged with red. The only 
suit at Aden was brought, it is said, from 
M-uritius and deposited in the cku:ch yard. 
I'wo vr three trees which have’ been planted 
therein are considered a notabie sight at 
Aden. Fresh wateris obtained principaily 


upon 


by condensation from the sea, and sometimes | 


rain is gathered and preserved in rock-hbnewn 
cisterns. Along the beach Arabs are seated 
on the sand slightiv clothed in breechiets and 
strips of once white cotton which is draped 
about their shoulders—East Indian a la 
mode. Iu the distance there are loaded cam- 
els, grouped, and dromedaries also, which 
are ridden at a surging, swinging pace 
by armed and saucy-looking bedaween 
Leaving Aden, the sascy siopes and rugged 
mountains of the Arabian coast recede, and 
reacuves Of rocky isiets presently appear of 
really beautiful configuration. Appaoaching 
sab el Mandeb, the poeiical “Gate of Tears,” 
ihe brokon-crested waves are radiant with 
phosphorescent light. Seattered by the 
sweeping wind mynmads of sparkiing drops 
fail in showers, and, for an instant, rest and 
shine like pearis upon the surface of the 
dark blue sea. AS We enter the gate to the 
Straits Which separate Arabia from Abysi- 
nia, the sky is flecked with rosy-tinted clouds, 
and from « tower on Purim’s rocky 
heights, 4 ght, revoiving, flasnes 
ever and anon across the sea. 
in the Red Sea, far out of sight of other 
land, We pass. a group of rocks which are 
known as the Tweive Apostles, and fu ther 
north the island of Shad-wan is seen—a mas- 
sive pile of yellow sand. Along the western 
or Egvptian shore ofthe Red Sea there ap- 
pears a continuous fange of mountains, and 
back f the Arabian coast there is a chain of 
mountains exte ding from the Hijaz south to 
Arabia Felix, *The Happy.” Aithough the 
vaileys ana table lands of Yemen are known 
to be most fe tile—abounding in spices, gums 
and coffee, there is notseen upon the shores 
of the Red Seaa single verdant spot. The 
mountains of El Yemen, “the fortunate,” 
“the country of the right band” and those of 
the Hijaz also have long. since vanisbed in 
the distance, and as we enter the Wulf of 
Suez through the Straits of Jubal, the Sina- 
itie rar ge appears.

The length of the Red Sea from Bab el 
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greatest breadth is said to be about 200. Phe 
Sinaitic peninsula divides the northern por- 
tion into two arms or branches, the Guif of 
Akabah upon the east, aud Suez on the west. 
The waters of these guifs, meeting at the 
southern point of the peninsula of Sinai,con- 
nect with the great Arabian Sea beyond and 
thus with the Indian Ocean. The guifs, Suez

Chat these waters, thousands of veurs ago, 

bore the ships of navigators whose advea- 
tures extended to the far East, there can he 
no doubt. The tombs of uvpt have disclosed 
evidences of ancient commercial intercourse 
With China, and both sacred and profane 
historians make rhen'ion of the navies of 
Solomon and Hirsm King of I'vre, whose 
Se: Vants au.) hi men,having knowledge uff he 
sea, brought from Ophir—the cuuntries doubt- 
less of the farther Easi---spices, rare woods 
aud ivories, with gold and precious stones in 
great abundance, The southern portion of 
the Sinaitic peninsula is almost entirely cov- 
ered with mountains, which rise nearly pre- 
cipitousiy from the respeciive shores of Suez 
and of Akabah. From the head of each of 
these gulfs a mountain range exteuds on 
either hand toward the north, and these 
like. widespread arms embrace in rocky 
bounds the fan-shaped desert of Et Tib 

Breaking at Akabuh, the eastern range con- 
tinhes through ancient Edom into Moab, east 
of the Dead Sea, and ,; ractically terminates 
in the upland plain of Bashan. [be wesiern 
rauge gradually descends and is tost in the 
desert about tifty miles north of Svez on a 
varallel with ismailia. 

Early in the morning of thetwetth day 
from Bombay our steamer rides at anehor in 
the barbor at Suez. Here pa-sengers who 
Visit Exypt land, and usually proceed by rail 
to Alexandria and Cairo, while others bouna 
for Burope sail through the great cana! 
direct. 

The Suez Canal, extending from Suez to 
Port Said—i00 miles—siong the western 
border of the great desert of Tih, separate- 
it from the deita of the Nile. This fertile, 
fau-shuped delta, simiiar in its outlines, yet 
in Marked Contrast with the desert, occupies 
about an equal space between the canal and 
the Libyao mountains at the west. 
Viewed from either of the three great ap- 
proaches—Alexandria, Port Said or Suez— 
tne low-lying coast or border of Egypt is ab- 
soiutely without special feature. Yet this 1s 
wonderiand—a land so oid the fables of 
legendary lore have not preserved its primal 
history, nor bas science yet discovered half 
its mysteries. From the eurliest period of 
authenticated history Ezypt bas become 
axauin and again the prize of conquest and 
the crown of victory to powers «fi diverse 
civiiand religivcus characteristics. Here five 
thous«nd to seveu thousand years age» reigued 
Meades, the first known King of Egypt, ane 
after him about five hundred years shofov, 
Shafra and Menkeoora in succession alsu 
reigned and butit the three great pyranids at 
Geezah. ‘These: wonders of the werid bad 
steod compiete More than a thousand vears 
When Abrabam for corn came dowa fruin. 
Canaan, and Joseph iater stili ‘cornered’? 
ihe wheat of Exsypt and held it “leng’’ in 
store. The first canal between thedted Sea 
and the Nile Was made four thousand years 
agyoby Sethi 1, a royal conqueror and a 
builder of monuments of great maguificence. 
Among the must remarkable ruiags of al the 
splendid monuments of ancieut Egypt the 
great bali at Karnak, the beautiful tem ie of 
Koorno, and the tomb discovered by Geizoui 
in the Gates or Valley of the Kings at Tuebes, 
are all attributed to Sethi. More than 2 v0 
Yeurs after Sethi, the Persians, uuder Kiog 
Cambyses, couquered Keyp , and with icou- 
Clustic hands delaced lis ancient mM aumMents 
and robbed its tumbs. Alexuoder the Great 
eventuaiiy exvelicd the “idel-hating” Per- 
beians and 322 years before the birtn of Curis: 
founded tue famous ciiy ef Alexand ia The 
period of Greecian rule—coutinuiny about Suv 
vears—Was oue of great Maza ficcuce i 
Egypt, rivaling, it is*said, “ihe brightest 
days of the eluer Pheraohs.’* Adorned wilh 
palaces, W.th theaters and hipvodiomes, en- 
dowed with museuws, librartes and schouis, 
ibe svlendid city of Aiex sudiia, 
became net oniy “tone of 
Captials of Lhe werld 
chief e¢enter of Greek civilization.” 
In harmony with the suyerstitionos of the 
people, the Greeks not univ founded pagan 
shrines, but they aiso embeliisned and re- 
stored miany ancient tempics of the idolatrous 
Esvptians. In the interest of comme: ce the 
Greeks built cies and harbors on the Red 
Sea cvast, and beside tke spacious port of! 
Alexandria they built the iofty Pharaos, 
whied Was numbered, With the three great 
pyramids of Geezab’, umong (he seven Wou- 
ders of the world. Succeeding tne Greeks, 
the Romans heid Egypt in subjectiou as ua 
province about 600 years. Duriug this period 
Caoristianity, having been early introduced, 
made rapid propress, yet “2 \ pt Decuuwe the 
theater of civil aud religious strife. Lhe va- 
rious Christian sects engaged ia bitter con- 
troversies, and with unrelenting persecution 
the Christians avd the Pagans aiteruatery 
pursued each other. The Ewperor C nstan- 
tine, it is said, “to ly shut Up ‘he lempies of 
the Greeks, while Theodosius,wWuo cawe after 
him, desiroved them.” 

It was in compiia.ce withthe orders of 
this kmoperor (bat the Chrisuaos broke into 
the pagan temples of Exyypt and everthrew 
or destroved the statues ui the deities. inus 
the Se.a;@um at Alexa dria, the grea 
tem ple of Sevapis, Wa- plundered by a mob of 
Christians, and iis Mayuiliceut brary par- 
tially destroyed. 

In :the year of our Lord 638 
conquered by the Arabs, © ho were ied by 
Ame, the great Generali of Omar, the second 
perfect Caliph afier Mohammed. tlTbereisa 
statement that this General, by the express 
command of Omar, completed the destruc- 
tion of the fameus Alexandria library, al- 
though the Moslems to this day deny ils 
truth. 

The Arab conquests multiplied until aj 
lepgib not only Egypt, but all of Norther 
Africz, was ruied by different and of.en riva: 
Mohammedan dynasties. With wondertul 
zeal the Afabs propagaied their religion, and 
uoder their duminatiug influence the people 
—who were moasily ot the same 
original stock—readiiy embraced the 
faiih of Isiam. 
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Obedient to a precept of’ the 
Koran which forbids idviatry, the Arabs ri- 
valed the iconociastic Persiaus aud the Chris- 
tians in attempting the destiuction of every 
statue representing Deity and the defacement 
of many of ihe ancient temples of the Eyyp- 
tiaus. During one perivd of the Arab dumi- 
pation Kvyypt was ruled by a line of Caliphs, 
but otherwise it has teen governed by rulers 
who have usuaily been tributary toa perfect 
Caliph, whose Capital has been respeviively 
et Damascus, Bagdad an& Censtantinopie. 
The famous body-guard of the Suitans—the 
Turkish and Circassian Memlooks—haviug 
deposed their lawfui sovereign, for ceuiurie 
controlied the destinies of Exypt. Their 
power, however, was eventua'ly broken, and 
Exypt, conquered by the Turks, bus since 
been goverued by rulers tributary to the Sov- 
ereign Porte at Constantinovle. I hus for 
more than 2,000 years the Exyptiaus have 
known no native rulers. During al! these 
centuries their land has beeu, in turn, the 
spoil by conquest of Persggn, Grecian, Roe 
man, Arab, Mameluke and Turkish power 
Egypt is now inhabited by a mixed race, com- 
poved principaily of Turks, Arabs, Greeks, 
Armenians, Albanians, Circas-ians, Geor- 
gians, Nubians and Abyssinians, or their de- 
scendants. The Copis themselves, Who are 
supposed to be the sole remaining repre-ent- 
atives of the ancient Ezyptians, are, doubt- 
less, likewise of mixed biood 
fhe religion of a large majority of this peo- 
ple is the faith of Islam, which ineuleates nn- 
questioning obedience to religiows .and < ¥- 
ernmentai authority. ‘Thix is the intldénce 
which in mode:n times has, to feat ex- 
tent, united the descendants of 80 Many di- 
verse uationalities in servile submission to 
their rulers in every vicis<itude and change 
ofgovernment. I know of no country more 
interesting to the inquiring traveler thae 
Egypt.

WAR LESSONS, 


The Comparative Strength of Earth- 
works and Irunclads. 
From the London Standard. 

The bombardment of Alexandria has fur- 
nished, and wilicontinueto furnish, fruitful 
discussion for a longtime on scientific and 
techuical subjects. The long attack on Sebas- 
topol, the numerous bombardments of the 
Malakeff and the Redan without any de- 
cisive effect, brought vividly before men’s 
minds the value of gearthworks, especiaily 
when the defenses are likely to be attacked 
by heavy guns. The artiliery of the defend- 
ers was silenved over and over again, and the 
works became mere heaps of rubbish; but 
the silence of the pieces only meant thal they 
were placed outoffire for the time, and 
and the rubbish heaps bristled azaim with 
xuns in a dav or two,sometimes ia one night. 
After rifle guns were introduced the same 
fact was observed, and became even more 
prominent, beciuse the elongated shells nad 
& far greater effect On Masonary thao the 
round projectiles 
smvoth-bore. The 
the federals were 
American civil war, but they were enough 
for masonry defenses, and in the Danish 
campaign of 1864, and in the great wars 
which folloved, we find hardly anything done. 
by guns against earthworks. The Italian 
fleet bombarded the defenses of the Isiand of

The ma-oury forts of Paris were breached 
and set on fire by the German gun«,while the 
earthen German batteries suffeied or escaped 
just in prop rtion as they were built with 
ordiaary well-shaped parapets, or consisted 
of guus sunk in the slopes cf mounds of 
earth. The works of Plevna were fortified 
bil: tops and sides; only earth and wood were 
employed iu their formation; yet they resisted 
the fireof many guns foralong time, and 
remained serviceable tothe last. There is 
nothing reaily new in the information teie- 
gravhed to us by our correspondent that the 
earthworks of Alexandria. resisted better 
than the masonry; b tone more argument 
is added to the many which already exist on 
the subject. It may bethat there must be 
some masonry in the works of great fortress- 
es; butitis now plainer than ever that it 
-hould be got rid of as much as possible, aad 
so arranged that in time of war it can be pro- 
tected with earth. 

Is an tron-ciad fleet likely to have best of it 
in an engagement with works on the shore, 
or is it not? On this point we can only say 
that nothing that bas oceuPred at Aiexandria 
bas civeau eceasion (0 aller the opinion which 
most scien ific ofiers have formed. Of eourse, 
you may have irun clads so weak aud foris so 
strong (or the reverse) as to give uo oppor- 

units ior fair comparison, and this, to some 
exient, is what occurred at Alexandiia. The 
Evyptian gunners were possessed of some 
exceilent rified guns, bu 
iv make the best use vf tnem; they had not, 
‘or i stavee, any of the. modern means for 
ascertaining Wi b certainty, Momeat by mo- 
ment, the exact Gistance of a moving object, 
sod Without sueb kKnowredge all fire must be 
iid. For one reason or another, it is certain 

hal their fire was comparatively weak and 
naccaurate. The ships were struck chiefly 
smooth-bore guus only, and these 
have little effect upon modern iron- 
ciads. If, on the contrary, the MKevptians had 
possessed some of the huudreu-ton guns 
which are tobe mounted at Malta and Givrai- 
tar, and bad also posse-sed gunaers skilled 
enough to work them wiih effect, each single 
p ojectiio could have crashed itbrough the 
thickest armor of any of our iron-ciads, and 
we must have heard of sunken ships. The 
ontv fair conclusion to be drawn from the 
bombardment is that, supposing ships and 
forts possessed of equally powerful arma- 
ments, eaually well-trained gunners, and 
vepnerally wi. h scientific means equally abreast: 
of the knowledge of the day, the ships musé 
get the worst: f the encounter. The practice 
of their guns cannot be as good, and the fort 
cin continue firing 80 lo.g as it has one piece 
of orduance ;emaiuing mounted; while ships 
equally battered mus: Dave sunk long before. 
Ibis bas long been the opinion of the best- 
informed mulitary men, and we believe that 
the bembarament of Alexandria has dune 
nothing to change it.

No matter in 
what direction you look, the sight fs over- 
awing, Under the sunshine and snadow; by 
rich, mellow moonlight; bythe glittering, 
staring ¢aze of the enchauted stars; through 
that pecuiiar August haze, descrived as deli- 
cate, glowing, creamy, yet hardly percevt- 
ibie as a distinct element, the Iadian sum- 
mer haze doubly refined, with Dakota’s dry 
atmosphere and bracing air, the various 
yiews on this, nature’s grandest panorama, 
are eyer fascinating aud maiden-surpassingly 
fair. 

Tsvo lines of railroad enter the Territory at 
Fargo and thence branch out nerihwest to 
the provinces. These two gigantle corpora- 
tions, the Northeru Pacific and St. Paul, 
Minneapolis and Manitoba Roads, are over- 
bu: dened with business, notwithstanding the 
factthat thev are continually building new 
branches and adding rolling stock to supply 
the increasing demand. A great addition to 
Fargo’s railroad facilities will be the three 
independent roads now under construction, 
viz.: The Fargo Southern, Fargo and Soutb- 
western, and Fargo and Northwestern, most 
of the capital stock being owned here. Four 
passenger trains daily carry from ten to thire 
teen coaches eacd, loaded totneir utmost 
with emigra@pts, tourists, prospectors and 
capitalists. The prom sing condition of the 
crop in this region, which 1s now very nearly 
harvested, bas increased thetravel at least 
fifty per cent, and the citizens and real estate 
men are looking forward to an eXtremeiy 
prosperous season in 18583. 

But as this letter is a mere introductory, 
simply a doffiag of the beaver and basbful 
satute to the readers of the POST-DISPATCH, 
it may be weilto leave the more important 
and interesting features of the country, its 
politics, sociai development and real estate 
advancement, for fulure description.

Something of a Watering-Place on a 
Smail Scale. 
Morebead City (N. C.) Cor. Atlanta Constitution. 

I suppose Morehead City is the only city in 
the world without a whee! in it. I donot 
ibink there isa wagon ora vuggy horse in 
the town, and very few inthe county. Eve 
erythingis done in boats. There is not a 
house in tbe county that @ boat cannot get 
within a mile of. Nota docior or lawyer in 
the Gounty Owns a horse; they practice in 
boats. The people go to funerals in boats, 
and when they arrest aman they carry him 
to jail in a boat. 

The main export of the town besides truck 
ix fish. but the tish caught here embrace 
evervihicg froma whule toashrimp, Last 
.ear two or three whales were taken off this 
eoast, and a whale is worth from $1,200 to 
32.000. It is said that thev get between 
ihe shore and the guif stream, 
and in trving to beat out to. sen 
are sickned by the Warm water. They turn 
ia shone again, and soon strand themselves. 
Aiong the bays and inlets mackerel are caught 
in large qanantilies in nets. But this wholesaie 
fishing is neither picturesque nor interesting. 
A preity sport practiced aiong shore is spear- 
ing floundets. A smaii row-boitis put adrife. 
A man With a flambeau walks alongside up 
‘> his kneesin water. In the bow of the 
voat sportsmen stand with slender gigs. 
Along the bottom, by the reflection of the

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light, can be seen white flounders half buried 
in the sund. Phey remain perfectiy still whiley 
the gig is poised above them, and never move 
uniii they are either speared or missed. ‘Che 
only drawback to this sport is that occasion- 
ally your torch-bearer is siung Ly &@ Slinzaree, 
A stinguwee is simpliv a long buggy whip, 
broken out with smallpox and filied with 
gieel springs, equafortis and needies. When 
he bits you, locajawsls the mildest possible 
result. The ‘little nigger?’ con- 
tingent about Morehead makes its liv- 
ing by crabbing. With a I{litle boat, hardly 
pigwer than a tub,they go out in the surf, and 
flopping in and vutlike amphibia, Soon come 
in with a busbe! or so of the ugliest-looking 
and sweetest-tasting things that swim the 
water. 

Qae other very important industry of this 
most iateresiing piace is the raising of**ma’sh 
tackies.’’ The marsh tackey is a shagg 
pouy pardly tiarger than the Shetland, ligut 
huiid and hardy. Helives-inthe water and 
will not eat corneor hay. Heis brought up on 
the marsh grass, Which he eats between tides. 
They cost literally nothing, breeding in 
droves a8 wild horses. ‘Eich drove has its 
leader, Who selects the eating greunds and 
decides when thetides are going out Or com. 
ingin. Oacefevery year the owners have 
vyoatis called «‘“tpony penning.’’ All tbe 
ponies aiong the coast, ruoniag int» the 
thousands, are driveain by boats and either 
branded or solid. Yhey bring from #315 to 
$3) apiece, and it is a tribute to their utter 
vilduess, thata “broke” pony, that is, one 
that cin be riddenor driven, is cailed a 
‘+: ained tackey,”’ and brings 370. ‘They are 
in great demmandin the middie part of the 
Stuce, eating little and doing a heap. of work. 
‘pey run down to skin ahd bone before thev 
orn or hay, but then fatten rap- 
idly and tose the uglv reddish color the salt 
water gives Lhem. There are men who buy 
ihemin larze numbers, train them to the 
mountains and get fancy prices forthem. As 
i write there is a drove of tackles marching in 
-ljow and sedate procession against the pori-

with dignity, picks the way carefully, and his 
compuoy follow witb a biiad sense of confi- 
depmae. foe water as it Spiashbes about their 
legs glistens like showered siiver, and their 
read sides shine arsinst thesno iike bronze.

Phenomena in the West 

3 Indies —Meteorviegical Wond »rs. 

From the New York Herald. 

The large walerspoul revoried ia the Ber- 
muda dispatch of Monday as havivg assaited 
Lhe is and on the 14:h uit. Must have been « 
remmarkabie meteor. Lt was tlirst observed in 
the G:eat Souud, which lies on the west of 
‘be isiand, and lasted twenty miuutes, but 
was followed by a whiriwind, which eame 
from the southwest, and in its course tore up 
Lrees aud bushes, Causiog alarm among thoxe 
who witnessed it. Bermuda lies about 320 
mtiies nurth of the zone occupied bY the trade 
winds in August, and hence is liabie to ocea- 
sional strong anti-trade Winds, in one of 
which this storm wus apparentiy formed, 
(he waterspoutis a tornado atsea, but its de- 
strue.ive effects may be mucy greater than 
tho-e of the land tornado, vevause at sea 
the tremendous gyratory velocities are not so 
much diminisbeu ai the surface by frietion. 
I: the record of a Waterspout wWoich wrecked 
4 Reitish bark off Cape sabdle in November, 
1878, published ia che Heraid of December 10 
fuiioeing, the barometer gave no warning, 
and two minutes before the whirling mon- 
ster strucs the ship her captain had no sus- 
picion of danger. Prof. Ferrei, referring to 
the Herald record of this phenomenon,ovse: y- 
es that **the bark ran into Lhe spout as it was 
being formed and before it became Visible,’’ 
but tuat when they appear some distance off 
they can general. y be avoided.

The father pro- 
tesied against ine Weedinggand did ail in 
his power to break off the eagagement be- 
tween the two, butit was po use: love as 
usual Was Diind, andone night the young 
girl left ber comforiable home and was se€- 
credy married to Jett. She svoa had cause 
to regret ber hasty weddiny, for her husvand 
did litde for her support, aad bis neglect and 
ill-treapmeat finally caused a separation. 
His family did everything taey couid to bush 
up the trouble of the poor giri’s troubles,and 
her father has siace looked afier Jett and en- 
deaveredto keep bim from ruin. dJett’s 
name had almost been forgotten vy the pub- 
lie, and duuvtiess few revoguized it even 
wueo they read of his: crazy exploits 
in one of the newspipers here 
last nigut.

Ober passen- 
gers got ou and the car proceeded to the ter- 
winus, When the Conducior noticed the 
sleeping passenger. tHe woke him up, and as 
s00u as Jett fouud out that he bad missed 
bis train -he became very apDgry, remained 


-in the car, and sald he Wags golug back down 


town. Tue car .siarted sgain and when 
some distance in the cily the conductor 
asked him fur his fare. He refused to pay 
it, deciaring that he had paid one fare 
guing out, and as the conductor haa 
taken him out of his way he would have 
to give Lim «# free ride back. Tae conduc- 
tor then ordered him off the car. He re- 
fused to go, and When the car Was stopped 
and the driver and conductor attemoted to 
put him off he drew a pistoi and caused the 
wildest excittementin the car. A genlieman 
got behind him aud wrested the pistol from 
uim. I: took several strong men to carry bim 
from the car. He was taken to the police sta- 
tiou, and when ne was searched he had in his 
possession besides the pistol a bew razor, 
several dirty napkias, a box of quinine pil’s, 
4 jady’s gold watch, a set of jst earrings, a 
vox of hbair-pins, a band lovking-glass, a 
chiid’s rubver ball, and a variety of other 
trinkets. He seemed quiet and peraceahie 
enough then, and the Livulenant iv charge, 
iuste:zd of baving him putin ove of the orui- 
narv ceils, confined him ia a room up-stairs, 
whieh, although barred and bolied, was 
supplied with a bed, caoairs and other com- 
forts. About midsight the officers were 
aroused vy a grating sound in oue of the up- 
per rooms, aad the turnkey on going to Jet’ 
apartment discovered that he had broken off 
an irou piece of his bedstead and had dug:

‘The vflicer 
found him trudging through the streets wito 
the winduw-frame over his shoulders, 
the flowers buuched together under his arm 
and a crowd of boys at his back. The second 
night in the station-house he became very 
violent, and to keep bim from attempting to 
kill himself he was ironed and handcuffed. 
His father-in-law aad several other physi- 
cians examined and pronounced him insane, 
whereppon be was sentto theasylum. When 
a-ked‘if he remembered Liacoln and Booth 
his eyes dilated, and io a frightened kina of 
way he replied, ‘*Yes,” and then silently 
shook bis head. He also stated to one ef the 
reporters that he was born in Virginia in 
1840, and joined the Confederate cavalry 
uoder Gen. J. E B. Stuart, aod was in 
Washington on tb:t memorable night when 
Booth shot President Lincola. He pointed 
out the hiding-place of Booth and saw Cor- 
bett shoot him. 


A Cure for Hydrophobia.

Among tae diseases Wi.Cu, iike consumre 
tion, cancer, Hhydrophobia and other fatal 
maladies for which the pharmacopea@.a fur- 
nishes no specific remedy, “Cunecrumoris,’’ 
or gangrenous ulcer, has been classed by the 
medical profession. Dr. Constantine J. Mac- 
Guire, of this city, yesterday read an ex- 
haustive paper on the subject before a specia: 
meeting of the Yorkville Medica} Society, con- 
vened at the Ortental Hotel, Coney Island, in 
whied he claims to have discovered an effectual 
remedy fur this dead!y matady. From thie 
description given of the disease bv the best 
medical anthors as well as from the graphie 
detatls furnished of its appearance at the 
Various stages in several cases recentiy treat 

ed-by Dr. MicGuire, it seems to be a malady 
even more loathsome than even that of 
leprosy. About tne latter par ‘of January 
last, he said,nineteen children were admitted 
to tne refuge inecharyge of the Sissers of S?. 
1) minick at the refuge at Sixty-tbird street 
snd Second avenue, of which heis the medi- 
eai officer. The children were in & Weak and 
debilitated coadition occasioned by the bad 
and insufficient food furnishec them, and the 
polluted atmosvhere in which they were 
confined in an institution in tne lower pari 
of the city, from which they were removed 
when the establishment was condemned by 
the Board of Heaith. 

A few days afjer thelr admission into the 
refuge fouc of tnem were attacked with this 
fatal malady. Dr. MacGuire entered tutu a 
detailed deseription of the symp .onts of the 
disease and the appearance presented during 
the various stages from its inception until 
death ensued tn each case. He applied the 
remedies prescribed by the best medica! 
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autbortties, put they proved ineffectual to 
check the progress of the fatal disease, After 
some Weeks a number of new cases occurred, 
evch having the same well-marked symotoms 
of gangrenulls ulcer. Seeing (he novelessaess 
of foliowing the tine of treaimedt adopted 
before, he determined tu try sub-nitrate of 
bisumuih applied externally to the alfee ed 
parts. The re-uit Was an immediate tm- 
provementin the appearance of the ulcers, 
aud eventually a complete cure. From the 
first appearance of the divease in tue institu- 
tion up to the present time 24 cases were 
treated, incitiding the 4 that proved fatal; 
and out of the W cases :reatedt with the sub- 
oitrate of bismuth only 1 resulted fataliy. He 
cited the op mioas of Drs. Kitiotson, Ritiiet, 
Birthaz, Neimeyer, West, and others, to 
show that the di-ease Was conwdered ineur- 
able. Dr West lost 8 patients out of 10, 
white Bartbez and Ritiiet, of Paris, only 
saved Loutof 2l cases. Tre discovery made 
by Dr. MacGutre respecting tne curative 
properties Of oisinu.n in this malady was re- 
guarded by ‘he members present as one of the 
most Vaiuabie reventiy made -ia medical 
ecienc™. 

Dr W. V,. Woaite, president of the associa- 
tion, in discussicg the merits of the paper, 
advanced the ovinion that the sub-aitrate of 
bisiputh acted asa germicide inthe disease 
under consideration, and he believed that a 
new fictd of investigation had been opened 
as to tis curative pr. perties tn otber kindred 
diseases. tle feit thatthe meflical profession 
tu this country should bestow more attention 
to the g@ mi theory «ff disewewhich was pow 
w~lbg sO thorouch inVestivated hy the 
eading scientist« of Kur ope,

Why the General Flow to the U 
States Has Stopped. 
From the New York Tribune. 

The exodus of persecuted Jews from Rus 
sia bas been arrested b 
Jews in other parts of Earupe and Ameri 
co give them further ad. A convention! 
the representatives of the various Hebrew 
Emigrant Aid Societies of Eurove and Amer- 
ica Was heid at Vienna on August 2, 3 and 4, 
aod a upanimous decision was reacoed nut ty 
eg ve aid to anv emigruot who were tu leave 
afier that date. Mr. Elward Luuverbach, 
who represented the American Society, has 
sent an interesting account of the proceed- 
ings of the convention tothe American He- 
brew of this city. He says he explained to 
the convention that no more refugees were 
wanted ia America for many reas0us. In the 
first place those then at Brody, 
seven thousand in umber, awaiting 
transportation, were mainiy of a class from 
whom no satisfactory emigrants could be 
obiained. Furthermore, immigration was 
not popular among American Hebrews, partly 
vecause ofthe churacter of the emigrants 
who had been sent. Finally it was ch 
better for the emigrants themselves to 
them back to Russia. He charged that 
fairness and bad faith had been shown by th 
European committees, especiaily the Manus 
House Committee of London, in forwar 
emigrants after notice had been given Phas 
they could not be received uniess fuuds for 
Lbeir expenses were forwarded with them, 
The convention was much alarmed fest 
some of the refugees already iu America 
should be sent back to Europe, aud Mr, 
Lauterbach gave the ;guarded assurance tha; 
so igug as nO more, were sent Without the 
consent of the American Society, and so long 
as by proper and adeguate contribu igus 
from Europe and their own coilections 
society was abie to continue its work, nofe 
would be returned. except those who wére 
uufitted to remain or desired to returo; Du’ 
that When it became apparent that the fune- 
‘ions of the society were lineiy to cease frow 
iack of funds, then, rather tnan add to the 
pauper population Of America, those who 
were Unable to support tuemselves would be 
sent back. This plain statement bad such an 
effect uponthe convention thal a series of res- 
o:utions Was adopted unanimously, deciaring 
that aia would henceforth be provided only 
for retugees actuatiy at Brody, and no’ one 
else could be registered for heip arriving 
either from Russia or from any other piace, 
The local committee at Brody was instructed 
to rid that place of frefugees as rapidfy as 
possible, first by repatriation and second by 
diffusion. All were to be sent back to Rusa 
except those to Whom return might be dan- 
verous. Asum of 1,000,000 franes was set 
apart from the funds of the Berlin, Londen 
Paris and Vienna societies for the expense 
evacuating Brody of the refugees aud -ending 
them either to Russia or Other countries. [ft 
was agreed that none should be sengw 
America Without consent in advauce from 
American Society. 

The reason given for this actin is said to 
have been the assuranco from Brody that per- 
secutions iu Russia bad Ceased, and thai re- 
patriation was feasible exceptin the casqppt 
about 690 who had deserted. from the ar 
it seems to have been admitted taat no ec 
nization scheme could succeed because t 
was no large charitable fund forthcoming te 
sustain it. Indeed, although Mr. Liuterbaeh 
says nothing of the Kind, the convention Be«= 
trayed a paipable eagerness to get the reéf> 
ogees off its bands, and to pula stop to the 
exodus at once. The refugees do not seem io 
have made a pieasing impression even among 
\heir own people.

Spent for This Purpose. 
Fourih and Fifth Streets Will be a Blaze 


The illumination for Fair week ig now a 
fixed fact. Work was begun several days 
ago, and at noon to-day the workmen had 
laid the pipe on both sides of Fourth street, 
from Washington avenue alniost to Chestnut 
street. The taskis animmense one, but a 
large force of men are at work and 
the job will be rushed through very quickly. 
The lighting of the territory selected will be 
Jone on a grand scale. People who have 
admired the display ususily made on Fourth 
strest during a couple of the nights of the 
Fair must not form the idea that the present 
attempt will atall resembie former efforts. 


That it will entirely surpass these may be 
gaipered from the factthat the iliuminatioa 
now being prepared for is on a grander 
rcale than anything of the 
kind ever attempted in this country. 
The limits selected commence at the corner 
of Fourth and Washington avenue, down 
Fourth street to Wainut, west oa Wainut*to 
Fifth, and north on Fifth street to Washing- 
ton avenue. The latter street, from Fourth 
to Fifth wiii be lit with electric lights, the 
houses fronting on it refusing to furaish the 
requisite sum Lo give them the beneiit of the 
geand display. The pian is as follows: 
Uu each side of the streets mentioned upright 
iron posts will be placed along the curb stone 
ata distance of eleveu feet from eaca other. 
This will make an average of avout thiriy of 
these uprighis t9 a block. The posts will be 
connected at the top by smaller arches of gas- 
pipe, upou which will be studded little gas 
jets as thickly as they can be placed and ail 
covered with globes of a variety of colors. 
From every second upright along the whole 
route, an arch will be threwn across the 
sidewalk, up against tne buildings, and oa 
the ceater of this aren will be an upright 
tree, With a mass of burners. and globes ar- 
ranged upon it. The posts whica are not 
used for supporting these arcaes wili be 
surmounted with tree burners, standing 
in a line with the supports, and cov- 
ered wilh burners like the arebes. 
in this way, at each upright a special dis- 
play willbe bad, every pust ia the whole 
line beiug used for the pu:ipose. A Mmouster 
twenty-seven foot arch will also be thrown 
across every intersec‘ing street along the 
proposed line, these arches being ormame nt- 
ed and decorated in ilke manner Wiih the 
smaltier ones.

PRINCESS HANAU. 


How the Elector of Hesse Purchased a 
Wiie. 
From the London Telegraph. 
Gertrude, Princess of Hauau, Countess of 
Scuaumburg, nee Faixenstein, divorcee Leh- 
mann, the widow of the iasi E'ector of Hesse, 
who died a few days ago at Prague, in her 
SeVenlv-seventh yeur, Was tie dauculer of a 
wine Merchant at Bonn. EHndowed with exe 
traordibary personal attractious, slie had 
offers of marriage while stil: in her teens, 
aud bestowed ber band upon a Prussian 
paymaster Calied Lepmann, then serving in 
the Sevenid Lancers, a regimeht quartered at 
Marienwerder, in West Prussia. Saortly 
after her union she paid a visit to her 
parents, and during her stay with them made 
the acquaintance of Frederick Wiillam, Elect-

oral Prince of Hesse and a Capiain of Prus- 
The young 
officer, Who had qguitted his father’s court in 


consequence of a quarrel wilh the reigning 
Eiecior’s mistress, Countess Reichenbach, 
nud was notorious for his disapprovai of 


princely peceadiiloes, fell in love with Mrs. 
Capt. Lenmaun, and soon vroposed to make 
recantation of bis bigb principles in ber favor 
by carrying ber off trom her husband. Ger- 
trude, however, gave bim to understand that 
her views Were eXxclusiveiy matrimonial. 

She suggested that her bu-vand, Lehmann, 
was a sensible fellow, and that in ail proba- 
bility judicious persuasion would convince 
him ot the expediency of parting witb his 
spouce—for a consideration. Negoiiations 
were opened between the husbands ip esse 
andin posse, resulting in a bard cash trans- 
actiion, Whereby Lehmann became _ the 
happy possessor of $75,000. Having pocketed 
this little competence, he proceeded to in- 
stitute a divorce suit against his wife uvon 
the plea of incompatibility of temperament, 
and, as soon as the decree had been pro- 
nounced, Gertrude Fualkenstein was ied to 
the altar by her princely suitur, Who a few 
mouths later conferred upon her the title of 
Countess von Schaumburg. 

The wedding took place in the autumn of 
1831,the year in which popularidiscontengwith 
the Elector Wiiliam’s regime iu Hesse com- 
pelied that singularly dissolute potentate to 
nominate his son co-regent—a siep which 
practically amonnted to bis abdication in favor 
ot Frederick William. Frau von Schaum 
berg, therefore—at that time in the zenith of 
her beauty—hbid not long to wait for the pusi- 
tion to whica she had aspired when she re- 
soived to pari from ithe busband of her gir 
yood’s ebevice, whohad been compeiled to 
throw up his commission {n the Prussian 
service by bis brother officers and vanished 
into obscurity with the price of his infamy.

charged by the Elector’s body-guard with 
drawn sabres, at his Serene Highness’ ex-- 
press command. The Hessians never forgave 
their Elector for giving this barbarous order. 
By causing his suvjects to be ridden and cut 
down for cheering bis.0wn mother, Frederick 
William utterly destroyed his popularity in 
the realm of his ancestors. 

Between 1831 and 1850 Countess Schaum- 
burg bore ber husband seveu Sons and two 
daughters. Ear!yin the latter year she was 
created Princess of Hanau bythe Emperor 
of Austria. On the Elector’s death in 1875 
she inherited the whole of his enormous for- 
tune, invested in State securities and railway 
stock, which will now be divided among her 
eight. surviving childrev, the youngest of 
wnom is a Lieutenant iu the Fourth Regiment 
of Austrian Lancers.

The Successful Plan Adopted by 
Jail Guards

To Settle the Little Troubles of the 
Birds Caged at the Four Courts. 


The custodians of the inmates of the St. 
Louis Jail have adopted a plan of discipline 
that might be followed by the officers of all 
penal institutions in the ‘country with 
success. One of the greatest troubles ex- 
perienced in jails, penitentiaries and reform - 
atory institutions is quelling general disturb- 


ances arising out of private altereations. A 
few months ago, While an army of “sweep- 
ers” were at work in the Jai!, Patsy Early, 


the young murderer, demanded a mop 
which one of the  neveroes was 
using. The man refused to give up the map, 
and the result was they clinched; while 


the guards were attempting to separate them 
friends of both parties took a hand, and fora 
few moments it looked as ifthe row would 
become general, the negroes ranging them- 
selves on the one side and the white men 
on theother. The guard who patrols the 
terrace near the screen discharged both bar- 
rels of his -hot-gun against one of the wails, 
attracting the police aud sheriffs and 
QUELLING THE DISTURBANCE.

In Engiand ladies have held and exercised 
judicial authority. Thus the Countess of 
Pembroke was Sheriff of Wes:moreland be- 
fore the era of Migna Charta, and, veing of 
that period a judicial officer, she held a court 
and exercised the power of a subordinate 
judge, and sat with the Judges on the bench 
at the Appleby Assizes. Eleanor was ap- 
pointed to fillthe office of Lord Keever of 
England, and actually performed the duties 
of the Lord Chancelior in person. King 
Rienry Ill. in the vear 1235 appointed her 
Lady Keeper of the Great seal, which post 
she heid for nearly a year, and performed al! 
the judicial and ministerial duties,

Land of Goshen.

There is nothing in the world so peaceful 
in appearance as a strongly intrenched posi- 
tion in time of war. Here and tbere, at some- 


men, jegning upon rifles,are appareaotiy what 
the Americans would cali “ioating’ about. 
Peering along the ground immediately behind 
these men, however, you may possibly notice, 
by tne aid of ywur glass, that the soil has 
been recently moved a little, as thougha 
treosch had been made anc the fresb earth 
beaten down in front of it. You wili note,too, 
here and there, mounds of earth hidden as 


brushwood piled up on muize stalks thrown 
careless on the ground, and, if your glass be 
v: fv good, from the center of these mounds 
you will notice, protruding a yery little way 
indeed, the bro:zed muzzle of a field gun. 
Such a placeis Kafr el Dwar, or rather the 
Visible front of that now noted position. Kafr 
el Dwar, like: Pievna, has been suddeniv 
made famous by its possession of one or two 
sharp little ridges. Arabi has seized upon 
the spotand madeit into a strong fortified 
camp. Those who have had a peep into 
the interior of the place give w rather 
comic description of it. Arabi’s principal 
source of embarrassment appears to bea 
superabundant store of artillery. In the days 
of Ismaii Pasha vast quantities of Krupp 
guns, enough for an army of 200,000 men, in- 
stead of atenth of that number, were pur- 
chased, with the same disregard of economy 
that characterized most of that ruler’s move- 
ments.
